The 25th the Court de Medavi arriv’d here, he was 
receiv'd ar the Gate of Victory with the Honours 
that are ufually. obférv’d ta Generals; be went di- 
rectly to Court to..pay his Compliments to our Duke, 
but conld nor: at that Juncture be admitred, his 
Royal Highnefs having a Feaver ftrong upon him. At 
the fame Time theCount receiv’dAdvice,that aQuarrel 
had happen’d between his Troops and the Peafants 
of St. Maurice, in which: fome Men were kill’d on 
both fides ;.wheretpon be - went thither, made all 
quiet, and caus’d an Officer and. feveral Soldiers 
that began the Diforder to be fiez’d and confin’d : 
the Evening he rerurn’d to Turin and bad Audi- 
ence of the Duke ‘of Savoy. Yefterday he went 
away under a ftrong Guard*ro Avigliana to meet his 
Troops ; And to Day his Royal Highnefs fent Com- 
miflaries to’ inquite into the Caufe of the Bickerings 
that were between the Peafants and the Brench 
all the Way’ froth ‘Creftentino to Alpignano 
and Pianezza. “The. Matquis de Maurubio Envoy 
fxtraordinary: from King Charles II] to our Duke 
s “afriv’d heté,/and the Miniftéts of England and 
Holland have given’ Order for making their Equi- 
pass defigning to attend the, Duke of Savoy into 
auphiine, Molt of the Horfe rais’'d by the Enemy 
in the Milaneze, are comeover ro ms, and have 
taken On in ont-Service.

nefs, that after many R-flections and Prayers he had 
sefolv’d ro call a ation to meet the 5th of 
this Month, when he would declare his Confirma- 
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tion of the Bithop of Paderborn’s Election to the 
Bihoprick of Mentter : Don Oratio added, that he 
mignt fend a Courier with Advice of this to his 
Highnels of Paderborn. The fame Evening Don 
Annibal Albani the Pope’s Nephew was with Count 
Fedi, and deliver'd to him a Note fiom Don Oxatio, 
in which be confirm’d what he had declar’d to him 
by Word of Mouth, aad faid he bad nothing to do 
bur ro difpatch tha Courier. So chat in 3 cr 4 
Days we expect the News of the Exccution of the 
Pope's Promife. The Bifhop of Paderborn has fent 
hither a Copy of the Emperour’s Anfwer to his 
Letier of Submitlion, in which Anfweg his Imperial 
tells him, that at the Interceffion of feveral 
Princes and Potentates, he would forget what had 
pa(s'd in the Election to the Bithoprick of Munfter, 
receive him into his Imperial Favour, and leave the 
Difpute abour the Election to be decided according 
to Right: That one great Motive with him-to do 
this, was the Duke of Lorrain’s and the Bihhop of Ofna- 
brug’s defifting generoufly from further Conteft, and 
declining to make their Advantage of thé Imperial 
Indignation. Afloon as this Bifhop is inftall'd at 
Manfter, the Regiments that were {ent up to that 
Frontier, and alfo that of Nagel which is on the 
‘March co Munfter, will return to fhe Army, having 
already Orders to hold themlelves in a Readynefs 
for thac Purpofe. All the Troops that are to com- 
pofe the Army, are in Motion to draw together very 
{peedily: The Duke of Marlborough went from 
hence on Wednefday er. at 10 a Clock to put 
him(elf at their Head. His Grace was accompanied 
by Mr. Stepney, who is returing to Bruffels. The 
Duke being gone with a firm Refolution to engage 
the Enemy if poffible, we expect to hear of a Battle 
in a very little Time: The Enemy boaft they are 
defirous on their fide to come to an Action. If they 
themfelves may be believ'd they will our number the 
Allies, and efpecially in Horfe : But we reckon more 
upon the Conduct of the Duke of Marlborough and 
on the Goodnefs of the Troops he commands than 
on their Number, which however is very great. 
The Prince of Nafflau Frifeland is gone to the 
Army. We are very eafy with refpect to the Ries 
of Sweden, the Duke of Marlborough having tol 
the Stares he bad been affur'd his Swedith Majefty 
has no Engagement with France. Létters from the 
Rhine give us Ground to hope the Germans 
will maké any confiderable Efforts on that fide, 
rom Vienna they write, thar the Bmperour cannot 
yet be diffwaded to lay afide the Defign on Naples.
